Continued From Pare 1 
calities. The chairman of each com­ 
mittee is to report to Mr. Diet rick, 
who will he here until the demon­ 
stration agent arrives, the number 
of hogs for sale and he, together 
with the chairmen, will find farmers 
who want to buy them. Blackboards 
are to be put up in a central place on 
stock they have for sale that is not 
yet ready to market. 
Tn this way, buyers and 
sellers 
will profit 
and the porkers wll not 
be marketed until they are ready for 
market. A blackboard for this pur­ 
pose will be put up at Elmer Hutch­ 
inson e warehouse in Arlington and 
at a central place in each of 
the 
other neighborhoods. The committee 
ap|>ointed at the meeting held 
at 
Frank Sample's farm consists 
of 
John A. Nelson, H arry McFatridge, 
John A. Stark, and Roy Swain. The 
other committees .will be announced 
later. 
Rush county will soon have a per­ 
manent demonstration agent to aid 
the farmers in any problem that may 
eome up and to present the needs of 
the government. 
To have the ser­ 
vices of such an agent, it is necess­ 
ary that the county raise $50. 
Some 
of this amount has been raised and 
papers for subscriptions are at each 
bank in 
the county 
for 
further 
pledges. 
Jt is hoped th a t. practic­ 
ally every farm er in the county will 
| have a part in 
raising the 
sum. 
About $50 is expected from 
each 
township, so the p le d g e s need not be 
large. 
The m atter is passed on by 
the county board of education, put 
before the commissioners, 
who if 
they approve, vote $1500, for the 
salary of the agent and the renam ­ 
ing amount is provided by the gov- 
vernment. 
Anyone wishing to con­ 
tribute to the fund may <lo so at 
any bank in their locality. 
The agent, does anything'asked to 
aid the farmers, arranges consign­ 
ment sales, gives orchard 
demon­ 
strations, shows the treatment for 
commercial fertilizer hnd other m at­ 
ters of interest to farmers.

“Air-bombardments,” 
said 
the 
Captain, “are becoming one of the 
most scientific 
forms of warfare. 
Every day they are becoming more 
complicated. 
First of all, one must 
bear in mind that the Aviation de 
de chasse’ and the ‘aviation de bom­ 
bardment’ are 
two very 
different 
things.

“The business of the former is to 
attack; that of the latter to maneuv­ 
er. 
By maneuver, I mean that the 
function of the air bombardments is, 
either to prevent 
concentration of 
enemy air craft, or to force it to give 
battle. 


“Tfien, of course, there are repris­ 
al raids, such as those we have just 
lately carried out. About the effec­ 
tiveness of these reprisal raids, when 
they are 
successful, 
there is 
no 
doubt, and I will give you an ex­ 
ample. 
“On June 21 of last year, we un­ 
dertook a raid on Carlsruhe as a re­ 
prisal for a recent raid on Bar-le- 
Duc. 
The effect of the French raid 
was so salutary, that for a long time 
all german raids on French towns 
ceased. 
On German aviators, whom 
we captured, we found strict orders 
to case bombarding French towns. 
“With the German military auth­ 
orities, it is. entirely a question of 
calculating the gain and loss of an 
enterprise. 
When they decide 
that 
the penalty for a certain enterprise 
is too great, they 
abandon 
it. at 
least temporarily. In the ease of the 
German air-raids, which ceased for 
a while, such a calculation had cer­ 
tainly been made. 
“Finally, 
however, the 
Germans 
evidently decided that it was worth 
while beginning their terrorizing sys­ 
tem again, Iso they started their air 
raids once more, though mostly on 
England. 
“One of the principal objects of 
these raids, it must be remembered, 
is to keep large portions of the Brit­ 
ish air-fleet in England to oppose the 
invaders. 
The same problem is in­ 
volved in big strategic battles, where 
the 
principal 
aim of bombarding 
squadrons is to keep the air forces 
of the enemy busy and ¿disperse them 
as much as possible. 
“The 
results 
obtained in aerial 
warfare have developed entirely new 
tactics much must be learned on the 
spot. 
To train bombarding squad­ 
rons 
takes time and very 
careful, 
preparation. 
“One of the most important things 
is to acquire cohesion, or what you 
might call “team work.” 
When an 
air raid is undertaken 
the enemy’s 
first object is to break up the forma­ 
tion of the attacking squadrons by 
adroit maneuvers. Then, if this suc­ 
ceeds, and the squadron is scattered, 
its isolated members 
are attacked, 
and the result is generally disastrous 
for the attacking party. 
“Our raids into Germany are from 
every point of view more formidable 
enterprises than the German raids in

Fighting Wins Military Medal 
and Many Others. 


CAPTAIN SARTORIS IS MEMBER 


Shows Loyalty to France But Want 
to Fight Under the U. S. 
Flag Now. 


(U. P. Staff Correspoiuftnt.)

With the French Armies Afield, 
Oct. 14. (By Mail).—The famous 
French Foreign 
Legion, in which a 
score of Americans, including Cap­ 
tain Sartoris, grandson of General 
Grant, are r-till fighting, has 
just 
been awarded by General Petain the 
supreme recompense of the Legion of 
Honor. 
It is the highest honor that 
a French regiment or division can 
obtain. 
In the ease of the Foreign Legion 
the distinction is all the more note­ 
worthy owing to the fact that the 
Legion has won all of the interven­ 
ing grades and distinctions since the 
beginning of the war. 
Its banner 


has already been decorated with the 
Croix de Guerre. 
The members of 
the regiment have also won the honor 
of wearing the famous fourragere in 
the green and yellow colors of the 
Military Medal, while the regiment 
itself has won six citations to the or­ 
der of the day. 
With somewhere between fifty and 
sixty nationalities at all time repre­ 
sented 
in its 
ranks, the 
Foreign 
Legion has participated in every big 
offensive on the western front. 
With the outbreak 
of hostilities 
over 800 Americans to show their 
sympathes with French enlisted in 
the Legion. 
Scores of these were 
killed later in the severe fighting that 
ensued. 
Many others 
were forced 
from 
service because of wounds. 
Still others were transferred to other 
branches of the army, notably the 
aviation, the 
Lafayette 
Squadron 
drawing many of its best pilots from 
the Legion. 
Still others 
withdrew 
when their terms of enlistment ex­ 
pired. 
The score of Americans including 
Captain Sartoris who still remain 
are waiting 
anxiously for the mo­ 
ment when the American authorities 
will take the steps necessary to in­ 
corporate them into the American

Legion has won all of the interven- 
ing grades- and distinctions since the 
beginning: of the war. 
Its banner 


lias already been decorated with the 
Croix dc Guerre. 
The members of 


the regiment have also won the honor 
of wearing the famous fourragere in 
HIP preen and yellow colors of the 
Military Medal, while the regiment 
itself has won six citations to the or- 
der of the day. 


With somewhere between fifty and

Legion has participated in every big 
offensive on the western front.

Also, doubt- 
less because he is Irish he is one of 
the liveliest rooters for Uncle Sam 
this side of New York. 


Sitting in the picturesque garden 


of his eighth century home, over- 
looking the ruins of the ancient Ro- 
man city of Verulaiuium, Maguire 
read 'in his evening paper that the 
Sammies were on the morrow \o pa- 
rade in London in force. Next day 
de was among tihe first and noisiest 
Trafalgar Square that cheered the 
passing Sammy. 


Only a few days previous he had 


had .an argument with a narro'vv- 
minded fellow-townsmen concerning 
America's coniing in. The latter had 
opined that Uncle Sam was actuated 
by dollar motives a,nd had held off 
until he was sure that with his as- 
sistance the Allies would win. Re- 
ported Maguire: 


"That's no way for the likes of 


you to 'talk. 'When America says she 
isn't after inderataity or territory, 
what grounds have yon—especially 
you—for sucih an -ungrateful asser- 
tion? 'Don't 
you think 
America 


says she is Vailing to pour out her 
blood and, treasure, and is sending 
her sins of the Pilgrim Fathers, the 
Irisih exiles, the Scotch Crofters and 
English artisans, who 'are 
mostly 


the victims of English jimkerism, to 
save you and the like of you from 
your half-brother the Hun, at whose 
shrine you have worshipped for so 
many years?"
